NSW NORTH COAST FLASHBACK

look at matters in the terms of the city and leading Australian international 
and club figures. 

But today the bush and the inland and costal cities are starting to produce 
more high quality players to the great advantage of the sport. 

This week we take time to dwell on the City of Lismore, which pioneered 
Soccer on the NSW North Coast. 


The sport began in the depression days of 1930 with six participating 
teams — Lismore City, Lismore, Federal, Myocum, Dyraaba and Bangalow.

This power-play Soc- 
cer can produce its own 
excitment - instant, crash 
type excitement which 
modern man seems to 
crave. 

Certainly it is different 
to the patient build-ups in 
the back four, as em- 
ployed by a team such as 
Adelaide City. 


“Kick It” 


In England the spec- 
tators would not allow 
such composed build 
ups Adcity use. 

They want the ball for- 
ward into the goal area. 

That is where the ex- 
citement is, that is where 
the goals are scored. 

“Kick it kick it 

. .” is the cry we hear in 
kids Soccer in Australia, 
where mums and dads 
are mimicking the cries of 
British spectators at their 
professional games - 
“forward ... get it for- 
ward... hurry .. . get it 
over!” 

Melbourne Croatia 
has a well balanced side 
for its English style. 

Tall, dominating de- 
fenders in Robbie Dunn 
and Dave McIntosh, a 
compact central midfield 
with playmaker Mac- 
Lean most noticeable, 
plus two excellent wide 
midfield players, in Scott 
and Biskic. 

Up front Lewis and 
Wallace are mobile, with 
good close skills.

GRANT LEE

Indeed, I counted one 
such movement, which 
started in the back four 
and 13 passes later ended 


_ with a shot at goal. 


This to me is Soccer. 

It brings into play all 
the skills of the game, not 
just the long kicking and 
heading and  volleying 
skills employed so much 
in the British game. 

Sergio Melta, Adrian 
Santrac and Aurelio Vid- 
mar all had the range of 
vision as well as the re- 
ceiving, dribbling, short 
and long passing needed 
to be successful with this 
style of game. 

Marconi, for their part 
also tried to play accurate 
Soccer, with neat build 
ups. This was achieved 
mainly through one and 
two touch play. 

It did not have the flair 
and improvisation, in- 
ventiveness and _intelli- 
gence displayed by Ade- 
laide City. 

But Adelaide City lost! 

So they did. There are 
three reasons for that. 

One was that they were 
devoid of two of their 
best players and lost a 
very key player in Neville 
Flounders at half time. 

They also defended 
very badly at set plays 
and thirdly they did not 
seem overly fit, or is that 
just an impression caused 
by the poor second half 


performance. 
However, the first half 
was sufficient for me, 


starved as I have been for 
that type of Soccer since 
the World Cup ended. 


Pleasing 


It is so pleasing that 
Adelaide City won the 
National League 
Championship last 
season with this type of 
Soccer, to let others 
know that skilled Soc- 


cer can succeed 
against the modern. 
power play. 


Of course, skilful Soc- 
cer players have got to 
run, to be able to tackle, 


to be able to defend just 
as others. 
Skill, fitness and com- 


mitment are always 
needed if you want to win 
anything in sport. 

You can never use skill 
as an excuse for losing. 

But let me sum up the 
difference in the play I 
watched at St George 
Stadium and in Adelaide 
on television. 

Young David Green of 
St George (a good young 
player) made many force- 
ful runs from right full 
back. 

His eyes were always 
rivetted down his one 
side of the field, like a 
sprinter running in a 
lane. Then to watch Ade- 
laide’s Vidmar’s constant 
movement of the head as 
he sought the vision to 
pick out players with pas- 
ses to all parts of the field 
was a strong difference. 

Vieri posessed: the best 
vision of any players who 
has ever played Soccer in 
this country. He had the 
skills to match his vision. 

It allowed him to play 
almost at a jog in his latter 
days here. 

I hope he can get some 
success with Marconi. 
There is room for all 
styles of Soccer. 

Can someone marry 
power and skill in Au- 
stralia? 

Surely the two are not 
incompatable. 

I had hoped Frank 
Arok could achieved it.

SO I'm picking up from where | left off last week concerning the possible if not probable move 
by Western Australia towards the National League. 

As commendable a scheme it may be how viable or profitable would it be? 

The costs are humungous, absolutely enormous. The only real way the sandgropers could 
enter is if a private backer brought a club to fruition or if a group of consortiums rallied to own a 
club and run it. 

Sometimes wishing gets out of hand and goes beyond the true limits — these private 
owners would have to ‘foot’ the bill of all interstate clubs travelling to WA or at least pay for half 
the expenses — it is beyond any likelihood that any National League clubs would enjoy the 
hike across the Simpson and pay all the way. 

Anyway, conjecture aside — whatis really happening in ex-America’s Cup territory? 

Well everyone is chatting there about a belated impact on the National game. 

In February last year the WA Government motivated by the success of the reorganised 
West Australian Football it had inspired, formed a task force to investigate Soccer. 

It was the first time in the history of Soccer in Australia that a government had shown a direct 
interest in the welfare of the game. 

Recommendations included: Abandonment of the Soccer Federation of WA for a five-man 
Soccer commission, a full-time administration of a chief executive officer, marketing mana- 
ger,,account etc., but the biggest being plans for to construct a $10 million floodlit, fully 
enclosed stadium to be called “Soccer City”. 

The government pledged $5 million towards the so-called “Soccer City” to help establ- 


“ish the move and in fact the other $5 million has already been granted by local businessmen. 


The green light may well soon be given to this City of Soccer and by next year it should be 
completed. Double-headers are planned and and crowds of 5,000 are being confidently 
predicted. On this basis a profit of $1 million is anticipated. 

And with a strong viable local competition, many West Australian officials see it as a 
stepping stone to the National League.

Hakoah/Sydney City 
now joins Prague, Corri-

That’s the opinion of 
Queensland’s Bruce 
Stowell, who along with 
NSW’s Vic Dalgleish, 
will lead the Kodak Kids 
in the second consecutive 
Under 16 World Champ- 
ionship campaign. 

Stowell and Dalgleish 
masterminded Austra- 
lia’s brilliant showing at 


the inaugural titles in 
China in 1985 when their 
team beat West Ger- 


many and Argentina in 
the first round and were 
eliminated by Guinea, 
only on penalties in the 
quarter-finals. 

This time, Australia is 
grouped with Brazil, 
Saudi Arabia and an as 
yet undecided European 
team in first round games 
in Montreal. And more 
Signifigantly, Australia 
plays Saudi Arabia first 
(July 12), the Europeans 


next (July 14) and the 
Brazilians last (July 16). 

“In China we played 
Argentina and West Ger- 
many first up and we had 
stunned them and beaten 
them before they could 
realise who we were,” 
Stowell said. 


“If our group oppo- 
nents in Canada have 
done their homework, I 
expect we will be 
accorded a great deal 
more respect this time. 


By the third game, I think 
Brazil will know all about 
us.” 


But Stowell said de- 
Spite the tough nature of 
the draw, he still re- 
mained confident his 
team could match the 
efforts of the 1985 vin- 
tage under 16's. 

“We had a tough group 
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in China and we came 
through it. We can do the 
same again,” he said. 

Although loathe to 
campare the two squads, 
Stowell does concede his 
present outfit is a better 
defensive unit. 

“The two teams each 
have their own qualities, 
but I think the one thing 
to remember is _ that 
China proved beyond 
doubt that we are com- 
petitive in the word at this 
level,” Stowell said. 


The one aspect of the 
whole draw which wor- 
ries Stowell most is the 
departure from normal 
World Cup policy of 
spacing team’s games 
three days apart.
